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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as the applicant has rightly pointed out on page 2 
of the response that the only difference from claim 1 of the amendment of September 25,2003 and that of the original claim 1 was "via the 
opening" The examiner notes the original claim 1 was rejected on its merits. Since the applicant argues that "via the opening" would have 
rightly been anticpated because the original claim 1 had an opening, the examiner must argue for the propriety of the final rejection of 
1/30/2004. The rejection of original claim 1 was initially made over prior art of the of record (i.e. over Tokunaga et al and Nakamura et al.) 
on 10/18/2001. The same art was used in the Final Rejection in question. 
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
